In 1962 the Mississippi law was 

amended to “provide that beavers 
shall be classified as predatory 
animals.” The landowner who is 
losing crops, pastures or timber 
because of beaver damage may 
now protect his property in any 
manner he may choose. Trapping 
is proving highly successful and is 
considered the most humane 
method. In most counties where 
there is a serious problem, Hube 
said, the local Boards of Super. 
visors have purchased traps and 
have them available on a loan 
basis. 
“Proper control of the beaver 
population is necessary to a sus- 
tained conservation of Mississippi's 
valuable timber resource. Perio- 
dic inspections should be made by 
landowners of their property be- 
cause once the population is out 
of control flooding and damage 
can occur rapidly,” Hube conclud- 
ed.

Since the U. S. Supreme Court 
has failed to recognize that every 
citizen has this basic civil right, 
in all criminal contempt cases, the 
Congress by statutory enactment 
should adopt an amendment spell- 
ing it out in clear and nistak- 
able language. That’s exactly what 
my amendment does. I hope it is 
adopted. 

Meanwhile, those pushing for 
Passage of the civil rights bill 
this week offered a substitute 
amendment ‘that would leave it 
to the discretion of the judge ‘to 

| determine if a defendant is to be 
tried with or without a jury. 

That is a “puny” Proposal. ft 
merely cuts the bark and does not 
touch the wood of the tree. Every 
Person charged. with criminal con- 
tempt of court should have a right 
to demand trial by jury. 

I will continue to push for the 
adoption of the Talmadge_Stennis 
Amendment which will guarantee 
a jury trial in all federal criminal 
contempt of court cases, The sub- 
stitute proposed by supporters of 
the bill is not broad enough and 
does not assure defendants of the 
trial by jury to which ‘they are 
entitled.

Plant enough seed to have 7 
to 10 viable, or live, seed per foot 
of row. If seed of low germination 
‘thust be planted, increase the 
planting rate to give this 7 to 10 
‘good seed per row foot. 

The small size of many beans 
is another current problem. If 
these small seed are sound, they 
will germinate all right. But this 
effects the planting rate. 

Do not plant too many seed. Tuo 
thick a stand will cause excess 
lodging. 

“It will pay you this year to 
treat your planting seed with 
arasan, captan or spergon to aid 
in improving your stand” Mr. 
McKie said. “If it is necessary to 
inoculate seed, do not use a seed 
treatment.” 

Other suggestions are: 

1. Prepare a good seedbed.

DAIRY NOTES 


Want to dairy profitably? Most 
everyone does These suggestions 
may help you: 

Follow a good breeding program. 
For most dairymen the artifical 
breeding program offers the best 
opportunity. Last year of the 22 
dairymen in Mississippi receiving 
the “Master Dairyman” award, 19 
were breeding artificially. 

Plan for adequate pasture and 
stored feed supplies for the entire 
year. Balance your cow numbers 
with the available feed supply. For 
efficient feeding many dairymer 
must either reduce cow number 
or produce more feed. 

Make dairying a business by en 
rolling the herd on an acceptabl: 
herd testing program - eithe 
DHIA or Weigh-A-Day-A-Month 
One of these programs will fit am 
size herd. The cost is reasonable 
Local County Agents have detailed 
information on both. 

Practice good herdsmanship. or 
good herd management. Many 
dairymen have from $10,000 to 
$50,000 invested in cattle alone. 
Such investments sléuld be well 
taken care of. ` 


CORN PRODUCTION 


Remember if you are growing 
corn for silage to use one-fourth 
more fertilizer and 20 percent 
more seed to the acre than if you 
were planting corn for grain. 

Corn is the best silage crop for 
livestock and it is not uncommon 
to grow 100 to 129 bushels of corn 
to the acre in silage.
